THE ENTENTE. 

The British and French govern- 
ments have agreed on a note to Ger-, 
many demanding reimposition of 
allied control of German military 
preparations. 

In the meantime, as previously 
announced in dispatches from 
Paris, a break in the ranks of the 
entente has been for the time be- 
ing averied. 

To any student of the situation, 
however, it is obvious that neither 
the French nor the British govern- 
ment has any confidence in the 
agreement reached, nor is either 
satisfied. 

Summed up, therefore, it appears 
that each side has servex upon 
the other a temporary restraining 
order, and that when electioneering 
considerations have betn eliminated 
from the situation the ¢onflict will 
break out again. r 

So far as present cireum$tances 
are concerned the entente, which 
has had some stormy sailing, is at an 
end for all practical purposes. 
There is a lack of common purpose, 
policy, objective ard ideal, and un- 
der such conditions mo agréement 
can be enduring. 

As President Wilson said about 
the mind of his then Secretary of 
State Lansing, that it did not travel 
alons, with his own, thus making 
their cordiale no longer possible, so 
it is impossible fcr nations travel- 
ing in different directions, or even 
by vastly different routes to the 
same objective, to move along in 
step and harmony. 

The conservative ministry is 
more sharply and indeed more Se- 
riously at odds wit} the French gov- 
ernment than the Lloyd George 
ministry was, and no conceivable 
outcome of the election next month

unmistakable but it comes from only 
one wing of the party in power. 
The labor, Asqvith and Lloyd 
George wings are wholly antagonis- 
tic, and until there is a change in 
the policy of Poincare it does not 
seem probable thit there will ever 
be any really cordial allied relation- 
ship, such as cortemplated at the 
formation of the entente. 

The entente cracked ominously 
with the march into the Ruhr, and 
again with the fomenting of seces- 
sion in Germany, the veto upon the 
commissio: of expurts, and the loan 
of French money for military pur- 
poses in Europe wren no effort was 
being made to pay the French debt 
to Great Britain; it will crack more 
ominously still if the French in the 
face of British o° position go on to 
occupy more German territory as 
a penalty for the return of the 
¢rown prince. But while it cracks 
it does not break and the methodi- 
cal and indomitable French premier 
gingerly keeps on his way, feeling 
each spot carefully before he puts 
down his foot but never stopping 
or retracing his steps.

Peachtree. Keep all motor cars off of |

Rogers and’ the woman were ar- 
rested in Avon Park, Fla., several 
days ago. The woman was reported 
to have issued a statement that her 
husband was slain by John Rogers, 
who acted in self-defense. However, 
a later confession was made by Rogers, 
who told Sheriff Tanner that he slew 
Love because he coveted Love's wife. 

Details Revealed. 

In the confession, Rogers 
fo have recited the details of the 
crime. He claimed, his confession 
states. that during the time he spent 
with Love and his family an attach- 
ment between Mrs. Rogers and him- 
self sprang up, culminating in the 
plan to run away to Florida. This in- 
tention was abandoned, however, and 
other plans made, contemplating the 
killing of the husband. 

On the night of the killing, the con- 
fession continues, Rogers and the 
woman, who had been away from the 
residence, returned to find the hus- 
band asleep. It was suggested, says 
the confession, that this was an oppor- 
tune time to commit the homicide. 
The two went together to the field and

Dawson, Ga., November 21.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Trial of Enoch Thrash during 
this term of court was forecast to- 
night following his indictment today 


by the ‘Terrell county grand jury, 
which charged him with the murder of 
Judge J. H. Kelly, who was shot to 
death by Thrash Monday. 

Judge Kelly was killed as he met 
Thrash on the road and the two en- 
gaged in an altercation over the al- 
leged remnoval from Judge Kelly’s place 
of a negro. 

Thrash claims he shot in self de- 
fense, while it is understood that the 
chiet witness to go before the grand 
jury stated that while Judge Keily 
stepped from his buggy witb pistol in 
hand and ordered the negro to stop he 
made no advance upon Thrash. 

Thrash, it is understood, ordered 
the negro to drive on, when Judge 
Kelly, with pistol in hand, is said to 
have warned the negro not to move.

RACE CAUSES 
STIR IN| 
PARIS 


Paris, November 21.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—-The proposed inter- 
national race at 


1920 has stirred the French world to 
its depths, and, as was expected, the | 
project does not receive a unanimous | 
welcome. 

The leading evening racing paper, | 
Faris Sport, for example, adversely 
criticises the plan on the ground that 
sufficient opportunities already exist 
for the meeting of the international 
cracks, It instances the Derby and the 
Grand Prix de Paris for three-year- 
olds, and the Ascot cup and the Arc 
de Triomphe for all ages.

Bishop Cannon, who has just re- 
turned from the Near East, where 
he was sent to investigate conditions, 
and who was in Constantinople at the 
time of the Smyrna massacre, told of

brutalities committed by the Turks, 
'and was strong in denunciation of the 
| race, which he said had contributed 
| “nothing to the world.” 

Bishop Cannon reviewed the inci- 
dent at the Lausanne conferénce, 
when the Turkish delegates bolted at 
the appearance of the Armenian dele- 
gation, which fad come, he suid, ex- 
pecting to see the allies keep promises 
made to the Armenian people. 

_ “Instead, a million and half Chris- 
tian peoples were pitched from their 
homes and the Turks allowed to move 
into their places. It was a betrayal 
of Christian civilization,” declared 
Bishop Cannon. 

Bishop Cannon spoke of former 
President Wilson’s move in the in- 
terest -of the downtrodden people of 
the Near East. “We cannot alter the 
policy of- our nation,” he declared, 
“but we, as Christians, can continue 
the work started by America through 
the Near East Relief organization, 
and write against the page of massa- 
cre, a page of mercy and help.”

Dr. W. F. Melton, of Emory uni- 
versity, gave the members of the At- 
lanta Writers’ club a distinct treat 
in his discussion of “Edgar Allen Pee 
as a Poet” on Tuesday evening. He 
used Poe's “The Bells” as an illus- 
tration, and in his discussion brought 
out the strong and weak points of 
America’s great poet.

Mayor Walter M. Taussig was found 
this morning in the garage behind his 
home, a revolver near him, and was 
taken to a _ bospital where he died 
from a bullet wound believed by the 
police to have been self- inflicted. 

Mayor Taussig was a brother of 
Frank W. Taussig, the famous econ- 
omist who served as chairman of tne 
United States tariff commission and 
has been the Henry Lee professor at 
Harvard since 1901. 

The mayor, who was reputed -to be 
wealthy, was the vice president of 
the American Chain company, and 
was interested in a number of ‘other 
large industrial enterprises.

Moscow, November 21.—Soviet Rus- 
sia will place Switzerland on: her 
black list, will bar all Swiss enter- 
prises from Russia aod will never 
purchase any more Swiss goods, 
Georges Tchitcherin, Rn»sian foreign 
minister, told the United News in 
an interview. 

Seldom has the representative of 
one nation ever denounced anoth-r 
country more scathing'y, or more 
threateningly, than in Techitcherin’s 
interview regarding the acquittal of 
Conradi, murderer of Vorowsky, Rus- 
sian delegate to the Lausanne Near 
East conference. Conradi, although 
he admitted the murder, was freed re- 
cently in his trial at Lausanne. He 
pleaded be had taken revenge for Bol- 
shevik persecution of his family. 

The acquittal, Tchitclherin vowed, 
an act never to be forgotten. 
“The entire Swiss bo rgevise were 
Vorowsky’s murderers,” the foreizn 
minister continued. “and Switzerland 
will have to remember. There s 
one country on the map of the world 
which will be blotted out with black 
“We will not have direct or in- 
direct relations with Switzerlan1.

FOR WORLD COURT 


Washington, November 21.—Repre- 
sentatives of Protestant churches of 
the United States urged President 
Coolidge today to use his influence for 
American participation in the world 
court, and invited Secretary Hughes 
to take the initiative in calling an 
economic conference to consider the 
European problem. 

Headed by George W. Wickersham, 
of New York, and Dr. John H. Finley, 
of the federal council of churches, the 
delegation represented practically 
every large Protestant body in the 


country, including a number of 


churches besides the thirty denomina- | 


tions in the council. 

“We believe,” the delegation said in 
a statement presented to President 
Coolidge, “that all 
agree to submit to impartial tribunals 
all disputes that threaten the peace 
of the world; which they can not 
solve by the usual processes of di- 
plomacy and conference. In the 
world court of justice we see not only 
the fruition and consummation of 
many decades of American discus- 
sions, plans and desires for peace 
through justice based on law, but also 
concrete expression of the Christian 
spirit that is needed, the promise of a 
larger and truer righteousness and jus- 


nations should | 


tice among nations, a step forward in 
the establishment ofythe kingdom of 


God.” 

To Secretary Lughes, the delega- 
tion presented a resolution recently 
adopted by the administrative com- 
mittee of the federal council of 
churches, saying: 

“We believe that the United States 
should accept its full share of respon- 
sibility for bringing about an effec- 
= settlement of international prob- 
ems.”

“Cooperation more than any other 
single remedy, points the way out,” 
Governor Pinchot declared. A better 
market abroad, the governor said, can 
be had by helping improve European 
conditions and by national legislation 
for special credit facilities for farm 
products. 

“Self-help is the first step for the 
improvement of markets,” said Mr. 
Pinchot. We need an enormous in- 
crease of cooperatjon — cooperative 
ay cooperative buying, and co- 

erative selling by farmers. We need 

also to see production adapted to the 
market. 

“Next to better markets, better and 
cheaper distribution is the farmers’ 
biggest problem. “One way to bring 
the foreign market closer to our farms 


is to build the lakes to the gulf deep- | 


waterway. It will add to the pros- 
perity of the Mississippi valley in- 
finitely more than the Panama canal 
has added to the prosperity of the 
United States. 

“The second waterway necessary to 
bring the farmer’s market nearer to 
him is the St. Lawrence deepwater 
way. Another step is the proposed 
coastwise inland waterway from Bos- 
ton to Galveston, which would not 
only bring the products of the eastern, 
but also of the western farmers more 
cheaply te the cities. Still anotber 
link in this great chain of waterways 
is the Lake Erie and Ohio river 
canal, which would unite the agricul- 
ture and the resources of the north- 
east with the agriculture and the in- 
dustries of the Ohio and Mississippi 
valleys. . 

“With such a system as this nine- 
tenths of the world’s ocean going ships 
could deliver their cargoes unbroken 
to what is now the interior of the 
United States and the farmer, both 
as buyer and seller, would reap the 
inevitable benefit.”

OF FINANCIAL FRENZY’ WATER AND RAIL URGED: 


Washington, November 21.—Com- 
pulsory measures to link water and 
rail traffic are recommended in a re- 
port made public today by a committee 
of the chamber of commerce of the U. 
Ss. The committee also suggests, 
among other proposals, that “congress 
direct the corps of engineers of the 
United States army to consider the 
waterways of the country as a whole 
and in their relation to other trans- 
portation agencies, .and  7ecommend } 
a definite ‘development plan und a 
schedule of priorities.” 

Establishment of through rail-and- 
water and water-and-rail routes and 
rates “regulated by pubke authority” 
is proposed by the committee, which 
adds that “common-carrier rates on 
inland waterways should ngrmally be 
Jower than railroad rates for similar 
services” because of the difference in 
capital and haulage costs, It also
